Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of wliat was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr.Froebrich discussed the differences of between the Nishioka 
reference and claim 13. Applicant finds Nishioka does not include the claimed payment machine verifies the 
authenticity of the signature. Applicant agrees claim 1 does not have this limitation and needs to be amended to read 
on the limitation of claim 1 3. Examiner discussed the broad interpretation for the mobile station where the claim does 
not limit the communication or transfer concept is wired or wireless. Thus, currently the claimed mobile station can 
broadly be given as a smart card or credit card that can be inserted into a payment machine for the payment machine 
to verfiy the authenticity.
